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GENGRAL OBSERVATIONS OF WORK UNDER THE ACT 


Routine work was again impeded by the deficiency of one 
Public Health Inspector, which continued throughout the year. 
Nevertheless all new registered premises were inspected, and all 
reported accidents were investigated. 


ihe balance in the types of premises registered remained 
fairly constant throughout 196%, and there was only a fractional 
increase in the total. ietuminer revision 1n the number of 
persons employed indicated a rise of 119 to 5,885. Standard in 
premises again showed an improvement, and only minor contraventions 
were recorded. in no case was it necessary to report to the Council 
Tor Consideration of legal proceedings.. 


There was a small rise in the number of accidents reported, 
from 16 to 19; as has been already stated all were investigated, 
informal advice was required in 6 cases and no action in the 
remainder. As reported for several years now involvements in falls 
and Collisions, and incidents whilst handling goods were the major 
Causes, and this continued to be the case in 1968. Injuries were 
mainly minor in character and related to the head in 2 cases, body in 6, 
Henge andearms in 5, and feet and legs in-@ cases. In general, it 
was a case of strained backs or foot injuries. 
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
